STANDS BY THE UNIT RULE. 


Mack Says Two-Thirds Majority Plan 
Alse Will Be Followed, 


Baltimore, Md., June 14.—Baltimore women 
suffragists are planning a big parade Thurs- 
day evening of Democratic presidential con- 
vention week as a demonstration to the dele- 
gates. Several thousand women are expected 
to be in line. 

Whether the suffragists will make an effort 
to obtain the incorporation of a suffrage 
plank in the Democratic platform was not 
known tonight. The Democratic national 
committeemen and Chairman Mack were in- 
terested in all news available regarding the 
suffragists. This afternoon the national com- 
mitteemen were visited by a delegation of 
Washington women representing the Wom- 
en's: National Democratic league. Chairman 
Mack told the committee he would try to ar- 
range seats for a subcommittee at the con- 
vention. 


Stand by Unit Rule. 

Democratic national committeemen today 
expressed the opinion that no moves would 
be made to abrogate either the unit rule or 
the rule that provides that a two-thirds vote 
shall be necessary to nominate a candidate. 

No intimation has come to me, said Na- 
tional Chairman Mack, that any move would 
be made to do away with the unit and two- 
thirds rules, and as those are questions that 
would ‘have tc come first before the national 
committee it is likely that I would know 
about it. The two rules will undoubtedly 
continue in force during seca coming conven- 
tion.” 


Short Debate on Contests. 

‘While no definite time has been determined 
upon for the presentation of contests, it was 
learned today that only a few minutes would 
be allowed each side for argument. The 
national committee expects to finish up al} 
the contests within an hour or two. 

Chairman Mack and Secretary Urey Wood- 
son, together with several national commit- 
teemen, were busy during the day looking 
over the applications. for appointments for 
minor officers of the convention and attend- 
ing to the many small details incident to 
the coming Democratic gathering.

When some years ago Queen Victoria chose 
Sir Theodore Martin as the tidographer of 
her beloved husband, the prince consort, 
handing him her diaries as aide in the task, 
he, of couree, was careful to write the book 
in such style as would please her majesty, 
omitting. a good deal of interesting matter 
that he did not think, however, she would like 
published. From these rejected items Sir 
Theodore prepared a most interesting volume 
for private circulation, 

When the old queen died, Sidney Lee wrote 
what was considered her most notable 
biography. But when the book came out, 
Sir Theodore Martin became exceedingly im- 
d@ignant to find that much more had deen 
taken from his privately printed book than 
had been intended for public information, and 
more than the royal family had been willing 
to permit any one to publish 5 

Had it not been for King Ed war and other 
influential personages intervening, the quar 
rel would have given rise to a lawayit of 
international importance. As it was, such 
a stir was made over the affair that the pub- 
Nehere of Sidney Lees “ Life of the Queen 
called in the entire balance of the first edition 
and issued a second edition, with the pas- 
sages that were objected to by the royal fam- 
ily and by Sir Theodore Martir. eliminated.

Secret Marks Added to Printer’s Private 
Stamp and Distribution Will Be De- 
layed to Last Minute. 


Managers of the Republican national con- 
vention yesterday laid additional precau- 
tions against muss ling and the use of coun- 
terfeit admission tickets. It is nop believed 
every avenue for crooked work has been 
blocked. 

Neither Harry 8S. New, chairman of the 
subcommittee on arrangements, nor Col. 
Stone, sergeant at arms, would admit the 
existence of spurious admission tickets, but 
decided to take no chances. Every ticket, 
though copyrighted by the national commit- 
tee and given secret identification marks by 
the printer, was given an additional private 
mark known only to ffese two officials. 

Clerks assorted the tickets, packed them 
in sealed packages, and laid them away ina 
safety deposit vault, where they will remain 
under guard until Sunday morning. Then 
they will be carted to Col. Stone’s quarters 
in the Congress hotel and distributed. 

National committeemen and others receiv- 
ing the allotments are enjoined from making 
the final distribution until Monday, so that 
persons intent on counterfeiting cannot 
learn the secret check mark until the last 
minute,

Holds Story. 


Violin enthusiasts heave a sigh at the 
thought of past histories untold in brown 
and battered fiddles that present owners are 
asking small fortunes for. An exhibition of 
old violins is being held in connection with 
the convention of the American Guild of 
Violinists at the Hotel Sherman. The lure 
of some of the old masters lies in the 
mysteries which they hold. 

One instrument on exhibit is called the 


lection which has been scattered since the 
death of R. D. Hawley of Hartford, Conn. 
It was made by Giovanni Paolo Maggini in 
about 1600 in Brescia, Italy. Where it went 
after it left Maggini is not known. Probabi7 
it was purchased for a few dollars by a wan- 
dering priest who later left it at some Italian 
convent. 


Story of an Exchange. 


early in the last century by Luigio Tarisio, a 
famous collector. Tarisio, who knew a good 
violin when he saw it, stopped at one of these 
convents.

Cleveland, O., June 14.—- [Special. I- Re- 
peated attacks upon the Chicago Juvenile 
court’s handling of the Illinois fund to par- 
ents caused an uproar among the delegates 
to the national conference of charities and 
corrections today. The court was defended 
warmly by Judge M, W. Pinckney. 

The meeting lasted four hours, during 
which time the leaders of social work from 
various parts of the country. poured in criti- 
eisms of the IMinols law and its effect in 
Chicago, the one place in the state where it 
has been tried out. 

Statements that such a law must tend to 
retard the progress of social betterment were 
hotly made and hotly denied. | 

That dispensing of outdoor relief should 
not be a function of any court, no matter 
how well disposed, seemed to be the opinion 
of the majority of the charity workers. 


Woman Says Law Is Bad. 

The law itself is bad,” said Mies Mary E. 
Richmond of the Russell Sage foundation, 
“and would have been an utter failure were it 
not for the assistance given.to the juvenile 
court by the workers in various philanthropic 
agencies in Chicago, who have been formed 
by the judge into an advisory committee. 

We had no hand in the framing of the 
law, but came in ᷑ut of the goodness of our 
hearts to do what we oould to make it a 
success. There is almost no adequate su- 
pervision of the families thus aided.’’

Wants School Department of Morals. 


A department of morals is needed in the 
public schools, according to Judge Willis Brown 
of the Parental court of Gary, Ind., who has 
written to President J. B. McFatrich of the 
board of education making suggestions for im- 
proving on the plan to segregate all diseased 
and defective pupils. 

“A department of morals in the public school 
system is needed for the protection of the chil- 
dren from good normal homes,” the judge wrote. 
“Tt is a humane, positive, and constructive 
method of assisting the morally weak and will- 
ful child. 

“The schools eventually will conduct a com- 
pulsory system of moral education as well as 
intellectual and physical. ö 

“One of the greatest contributions to delin- 
quencies in school children comes from those 
who have been before the Juvenile court and 
are placed on probation and appear back in their 
schools to take place side by side with children 
who have committed no overt act. 

“Without any additional law there is nothing 
to prevent the board of education of Chicago 
from designating certain schools which shall lay 
stress off moral education and from transferring 
to them fi the customary way pupils who prove 
by their acts, demeanor, and condition they need 
moral rather than manual or cultural educa- 


tion.” 4

The Chicago Historical society heid a special 
meeting last night in honor of flag day, and 
James Edgar Brown spoke on The Evolution 
of the American Flag.” 

Mr: Brown reviewed the history of the flags 
and emblems of the United States, illustrating 
his talk with lantern slides. He gave a short 
account of the seal of Chicago. : 

“The first seal of the town of Chicago 10 
shrouded in uncertainty,” he sald. It has been 
traced back to 1833. The design was intended 
to represent the obverse side of the American 
half eagle gold coin. This was the official seal 
of Chicago until 1837, when the town was in- 
corporated as a city and the present seal 
adopted. 

“The shield now represents the national 
spirit of Chicago. The Indian also is indicative 
of the aboriginal contribution which enters into 
its history. The ship in full sail is emblematic 
of the approach of the white man’s civilization 
and commerce. The sheaf of wheat is typical 
of activity and plenty.. The baby in the shell 
is the ancient and classical symbolism of the 
pearl, and Chicago, situated at the neck of the 
lake, signifies that it shall be ‘the gem of the 
lakes.’ ”’

Scores American Medical Schools. 


New York, June 15.—Three-fourths of the 
medical schools in America would be driven 
out of existence if the lowest terms upon which 
medical schools can exist abroad were applied 
in this country, according to President Henry 8. 
Pritchett of the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching. This is one of the 
deductions made by Dr. Pritchett in his intro- 
Auction to the foundation's report on Medical 
Education in Europe,” by Dr. Abraham Flexner, 
which is' made public today. 


oe 


The Carnegie Foundation published in 1910 an 
elaborate report describing the conditions of 
medical education in the United States and Can- 
ada. The present, a companion volume on 
“ Medical Education in Europe,” by the same 
author, Abraham Flexner, is based on a personal 
study in 1910-1911 of representative medical 
schoois in Germany, Austria, France, England, 
and Scotland. Perfection is found nowhere, but 
all European countries make a definite educa- 
tional requirement for entrance upon medical 
education, and permit no schools to teach medi- 
cine without the essential laboratory facilities 
and abundant clinical opportunities. In Presi- 
dent Pritchett's words: 

“Scandals in medical education exist in 
America alone. In no foreign country is a med- 
ical school to be found whose students do not 
learn anatomy in the dissecting room and dis- 
ease by the study of sick people. It has remained 
for the United States and Canada to confer an- 
nually the degree of doctor of medicine upon 
and ta admit to practice hundreds who have 
learned anatomy from quiz-compends, and 
whose acquaintance with disease ts derived not 
from the study of the sick, but from the study 
of text-books. Many states tolerate so-called 
medical schools that pretend to train doctors, 
despite the fact that they are without ade- 
quate clinical facilities. In no European coun- 
try is it possible to find an educational farce of 
this description. If the lowest terms upon 
which a medical school can exist abroad were 
applied to America three-fourths of our existing 
medical schools would be closed at once.”

In spite of serious defects, the author finds 
medical education in Germany still leading the 
world, both because the medical sciences are 
highly déveloped in the laboratories and insti- 
tutes of the German universities, and because 
the clinical teachers in the Gérman university 
are university professors appointed on the basis 
of scientific eminence, and not, as often in 
America, local physicians who happen to de 
teachers of medicine besides. 

Perhaps the most important part of the re- 
port deals with examinations. The American 
state board examination is almost altogether 
written, in consequence of which medical 
schools lacking laboratories and clinical facti- 
ities can by hard drilling prepare their students 
to pass. In Great Britain and in Germany, in 
order to pass in anatomy, students must ‘actu- 
ally dissect; in ofder to pass in medicine and 
surgery, they must make a diagnosis on people 
actually sick, and indicate the lines of treat-

FTER a century of oblivion, the diaries 
of Lady Shelley, wife of the dashing, 
irresponsible, but fascinating Sir 
John Shelley, have been edited, and 
will be published in the course of a 

few days [Scribner]. Mr. Richard Edg- 
cumbe, who edited these diaries, has done his 
work exceptionally well, and we owe hima 
debt of gratitude for bringing to light these 
wonderfully intimate pen and ink pictures 
of some of the most famous men and women 
who were maki history a century ago. 
Lady Shelley d no thought when she 
wrote these diaries that they would ever be 
published. If she had they would undoubt- 
edly lack much of that spontaneity of ex- 
pression and enthusiasm which is their great 
charm. Both her own and her husband’s 
attractions made her on intimate terms with 
people who were shaping the destinies of 


Europe a century ago. Her portrait of the 


Duke of Wellington in 1818, as he appeared in 
private life, is an especially valuable contri- 
bution to our knowledge of a great man, of 
whose private life so little has been written. 

Lady Shelley was also intimately ac- 
quainted with the Empress Marie Louise, 
Metternich, Canova, Byron, Sir, Walter 
Scott, Brougham, and others, and she knew 
of Napoleon Bonaparte from those who were 
intimately associated with him. 


—~o 

Sir John Shelley was a man about town, 
something of a gainbler not only with cards, 
but at the races, a lover of high living, ad- 
mired of men and petted by women, for he 
was a brilliant conversationalist, light 
hearted, and full of fun. 

When he married Francis Winckley the 
fine ladies of London shaugtzed their shoul- 
ders and tried to snub the young wife who 
had taken from them a man with whom they 
all flirted, and whose society they so thor- 
oughly enjoyed. Lady Shelley was rich, 
young, beautiful, and attractive in every 
way, and her husband never regretted his 
choice. 

During her first London season—she was 
only 19 when she married Sir John—many 
tales were whispered into her ears of his un- 
worthiness. Among the women who made 
the loudest outcry was Lady Borrington, 
Lady Jersey's sister, who was married toa 
man she despised and was desperately in 
love with Sir John Shelley. She tried by every 
artifice to induce him to leave with her, but 
he did not yield to her blandishments, and 
later she eloped with Lord Arthur Paget.

A woman who did give her troub?lx and of 
whom the young bride wae miserably jealous 
was Lady Haggerstone, who was married to 
a foolish, rich, olf man who cared nothing 
about her goingre-on and who welcomed the 
agreeable society which Sir John Shelley 
brought to his house. Although this lady 
wes old enough to have been Sir John's 
mother, he had for twelve years been her de- 
voted admirer. “One of the first struggles 
of my young married life,” writes Lady Shelb- 
ler., wee to break her chains, for she had 
no wish to lowe her lover even after his mar- 
riage.” 

Lady Hageerstone, by the way, was the 
sigter of the famous Mrs. FitsHerbert, and 
it was through the latter that Sir John 
owed his intimacy with the Prince of Wales, 
afterward George IV. Sir John often spoke 
| to his wife of the dullness of the supper 
parties at the palace when the two sisters, 
the prince and himeelf composed the party. 
Occasionally the dullness of these parties 
wes relieved by one of Sir John's practical 
jokes On one occasion aa he entered the 
room he saw the prince kneeling at the feet 
of Mrs. Fita Herbert in an attitude which sug-

“The broad expanse of the royal? form, in 
an attitude of supplication, so excited Sir 
John's sense of the ludicrous that he gave 
the royal posterior a vigorous push, which 
gent his royal highness sprewiing at hie 
lady’s feet! 

“With a terrible oath his royal highness 
regained his feet and advanced toward his 
tormentor, who wisely made his escape & 
toutes jambes. The prince there and then de- 
clared that he had already put up with much, 
but that thie outrage should receive condign 
punishment. 
| “ Eventually the two aisters succeeded 
in making peace and things went on as be- 
fore.

Lady Shelley gives us an interesting ac- 
count of Nelson and his affair with Lady 
Hamilton. She got it direct from Lady Spen- 
cer, whose husband, Lord Spencer, appointed 
Nelsom commander of the Mediterranean 
fleet. . 

She invited Nelson and Lady Nelson to 
dine with her before he sailed and he was 80 
attentive to his wife that she was charmed. 

“The next day he set off to take command 
in the Mediterranean. After the battle of the 
Nile Nelson went to Naples and wae be- 
witched by Lady Hamilton. 

„On his return to England everything wae 
changed. He treated the wife for whom, et 
parting, he had professed such deep affec- 
tion, with every mark of dislikg and even of 
contempt. Her conduct during Nelson's ab- 
semce had been most exemplary.” 

The world was at that time divided in opin- 
fon as to the nature of the intimacy which 
existed between Lady Hamilton and Nelson. 
In my opinion the letters just published put 
it beyond a doubt. Nelson wae always most 
anxious that the friendship should be con- 
sidered platonic. But Lady Spencer always 
thought that it was criminal. 
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Lady Shelley saw a good deal of Lord Byron, 


as she was on visiting terme with his sister, 
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‘ terloo ahd was the lion of the hour.

Mrs. Leigh; Col. Leigh having been an old 
friend of her husband. 

After Byron's marriage, at the request 
of Mrs. Leigh, Lady Shelley called on Lord 
Byron at Piccadilly terrace. 

On the way Mrs. Leigh spoke a good deal 
about Byron, to whom she is much attached. 
She is by no means insensible to her brother’s 
faults and hopes that a good wife will be his 
salvation. Very few young men have been 
#0 run after and spoilt by women as Lord 
Byron has been, and marriage will she hopes, 
have a sobering effect upon him. I fancy, 
however, from the little I saw of him, that 
he will not be at all easy to manage.” 
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Lady Shelley speaks more of the Duke of 
Wellington than of any other one person in 
the course of her diaries, At the time of 
which she writes he was the hero of the 
world, He had just won the victory of We- 
Tho 
duke,“ she writes, had gained victories and 
received honors enough to turn the brain of 
an ordinary man, but he retains that sim- 
plicity of character and manner which is sti 
hig distinguishing excellence.“ ‘ 

On the day before the battle of Waterloo 
the duke rode Copenhagen, his famous battle 
horse, to the Prussian headquarters to asctr- 
tai, whether he might depend upon Bliticher’s 
codperation, and it Was agreed between them 
that night that if need be the Prussians would 
come to his support with all speed. If Wel- 
lington was not attacked that night, then the 
Prussians and the British were to make a 
joint attack on June 19. The duke rode 
Copenhagen on June 17 over sixty miles. 
On the 18th he rode Copenhagen throughout 
the entire battle and next day to Brussels, 
where on the duke dismounting this noble 
animal kicked up his heels and scampered 
half over the town before he was caught."’ 
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It was through the Duke of Wellington that 


Lady Shelley met Talleywand. The duke took | 


her and her husband to dine at Lord Stew- 
art’s. 

“It was the most delightful dimer. Al- 
though I did not sit by the duke, I saw a 
great deal of him both before and after din- 
ner. I sat between the Prince of Orange and 
Metternich. Talleyrand and Schwartsen- 
berg were opposite. I never saw so diabolical 
@ countenance as Talleyrand’s. He has no 
very marked feature, is pale, bas a crafty 
expression, and a most villainous mouth. 
His fiendish laugh still haunts me.” 

It was while in France that Lady Shelley 
met Sir Walter Scott, of whom she writes: 

His first appearance is not prepossessing. 
A club foot, white eyelashes, and a clumsy 
figure. He has not any expression when his 
face is in repose, but upon an instant some re- 
mark will lighten up his whole countenance 
and you discover the man of genius. His 
conversation reminds me of his poems—the 
same ideas and images recurring—and often 
the same careless manner of expressing

HERE comes into the world ever now 
and again a man whose mental proo- 
esses are destined to be of profound 
interest to his fellow men. Such a 
man is John Gabworthy. Among the 

mob of clever, vain, dull, persistent, ingen- 
ious, vagrant writers he appears with an air 
of inimitable serenity. He is not, it would 
seem, writing so much because of 4 mere 
passion for writing as because he has some- 
thing to say. He has achieved good work 
manship, but underneath all of his technique 
lies a substantial mind and an honest and 
beautiful soul. His structure of art rests 
upon bedrock, and, though it stands by the 
sea of dreams, and fantasy weaves its en- 
chantment about it, it is strong, too, and the 
winds may blow as they will without shaking 
it. 

A not very large volume of his poeme is at 
hand. It's title is ‘‘ MOODS, SONGS, AND 
DOGGERBELS” (Charles Scribner’s Sons). 
The first pCem is “A Dream,” that long 
poem of religious purport which already hes 
won its way through its magazine appear- 
ance. Itcelebrates the uplifting of led 
spirit to the altitudes of peace, and has some 
beautiful verses, wiser and more truly poeti- 
cal than those Tennyson wrotein “ Locksley 
Hall Sixty Years After,” although bringing 
recollections of that latter poem. There is no 
relation between the poems that appear in 
Mr. Galsworthy’s book, as the title indicates, 
They are upon all manner of themes, and 
some are light ard some austere, some deli- 
cately finished, some purposely abrupt and 
violent.

The gold fever in 
the latter country was kept under much 
better control. An interesting point brought 
out in this regard was that for almost a 
score of years the British officials knew that 
various sections of Australia were rich in 
gold, but resorted to stringent measures to 
keep the matter secret for fear of its effect 
on the convict population. The rush was 
finally started in 1851 by an Australian who 
had gone to Calfornia in '48, and who recog- 
nized the similarity of geological conditions. 
Mr. Haydon also presents much interesting 
information about the exploration of the 
island continent by the mounted police, the 
work of the aborigines as trackers, the pearl - 
ing stations, cattle thieving, eto. The book 
is fully illustrated.

Forest and mine 
products arrive in quantities far exceeding 
those at this time last year.

The fortnightly car report of the American 
Railway association for the period ending 
June 6, issued yesterday, shows a decrease 
of 34,475 cars in the surplus since the last 
report, making a total surplus of 89,208 cars, 
as compared with a total surplus of 169,006 
cars for the same period in 1911. Compared 
with the previous period, there is a decrease 
in the total shortage of 4,660 cars, of which 
1.976 are box, 551 flat, 2,004 coal, and 129 
miscellaneous cars. This leaves the total 
shortage 2,822 cars, as compared with 2,204 
The decrease in surplus coal 
cars is general, except in the Virginias and 
Carolinas, The net decrease is 35,283 cara
